Parents who control their grow­ 
ing children happily and well and 
protect them from physical and 
moral dangers and hold these chil­ 
dren to high standards of man­ 
ners, conduct and citizenship have 
good reasons to be proud of their 
achievements.

WALLACE REAL HELP TO 
DEMOCRATS 
Senator Sparkman of Alabama 
probably expresses the sentiments 
of most of his southern colleagues 
—and many northern ones—when 
he charactehizes Henry Wallace’s 
departure from the Party as 
a 
“purge we should welcome." In 
common with Senator Lucas of Il­ 
linois. he thinks the Party will be 
strengthened by the isolation of 
the “left-wingers.” 
If Mr. Wallace's defection should 
result in the recapture of the so- 
called Democratic Party by the 
Democrat«, it will prove a good 
thing for the Party, as well as for 
the country. For the truth is there 
has been no Democratic Party, in 
the Jeffersonian or Jacksonian 
sense, since 1932. The late Franklin 
D. Roosevelt won his nomination 
and made his first campaign on a 
platform of traditional Democratic 
principles. He proclaimed his pur­ 
pose to reduce taxes, to cut spend­ 
ing. to eliminate most of the com­ 
missions and bureaus; in general 
he stood for the orthodox Jeffer­ 
sonian doctrine of equality of op­ 
portunity and against "government 
in business." 
Ideals Discarded 
After election, as history records, 
all these Democratic ideals were 
thrown into the discard. Mr. Roose­ 
velt gathered about him a group of 
radical brain-trusters 
and

reducing taxes, he boosted them— 
ultimately to the highest point in 
our histoiy. Insteed of cutting fed­ 
eral expenditures, he started on a 
campaign of spending, in behalf 
of paternalistic and collectivist 
experiments, which ran into bil­ 
lions.

ALONE IS NOT ENOUGH ■ 
Differences in iwo well-known! 
herd«, which except for these two 
important farters would be identi­ 
cal. emphasize the need for proper 
feeding and good management. 
The two herds have beetv in the 
lame bull association for twenty- 
five years. 
They have used the 
same sires, end the breeding pro­ 
grams have been very similar. But 
in ona herd the cows average 459 
pounds of fat. while the ether has 
been doing only 339. 
Each herd has several daughters 
from one particular bull. 
Those 
in the good herd have been pro­ 
ducing 470 pounds of fat, those In 
the others only 985. 
Since the breeding of the ani- 
Imals in the two herds was much 
alike, the difference in production 
must he attributed to different 
feeding and management practices. 
Good breeding is not enough. Un­ 
less improvement in feeding and 
management keeps pace with sup­ 
erior breeding members of bull 
associations or artificial breeding 
co-operatives will not get full bene­ 
fit from their breeding program. 


STRESS SAFETY IN HAYINO 
SEASON 
The approach of the haying sea­ 
son on Lawrence County farms 
ushers in that period of the year 
when accidents to farm people oc­ 
cur most frequently. 
Record show that the peek of 
such accidents is reached during 
the harvest season, it behooves 
farm people to take extra precau­ 
tions to insure safety at this time 
of the year. 
Haying machinery 
specially Is Important because it 
is usually operated with high speed 
gears and cutting marhanism. 
To 
reduce 
hazards and 
thus 
avoid disastrous losses the follow­ 
ing suggestions are given - 
1. 
Check cart fully all equip­ 
ment for defective hitches, ropes, 
pulleys, lofts, hay racks, or lad­ 
ders. Loft floors should be put in 
good repair and hay chutes guard­ 
ed. 
2. 
Make starts and stops grad­ 
ually in all haying operations and 
watch out for falls from hay racks, 
hay stacks, and hay mows. 
2. 
Machinery should be stop­ 
ped and thrown out of gear before 
oiling, adjusting, or unclogging, 
and safety guards should he kept 
in place at all times. 
4. 
Pitchforks 
are 
dangerous, 
always place them where they are 
in plain sight of all workers. Never 
throw a pitch-fork. 
5. 
Do not wear loose or ragged 
clothing which may catch easily in 
moving machinery. 
6. 
Damp hay is one of the prin­ 
cipal causes of barn fires. 
There­ 
fore, be sure that the hay Is well 
cured. Check regularly for several 
weeks for all signs of heating.
